Government N a v a l Officer

The commonplace little court room 
where Albert B. Fall and Edward L. 
Doheny are on trial for criminal con­ 
spiracy was rocked Monday and W ash 
ington by a rum bling exchange bet- 
tween a pugnacious

and a 
quick-spoken and determined 
prose­ 
cutor. 
The admiral 
witness was John K. 
Robison, 
a storm 
center of the oil 
controversy ever since the senate com­ 
m ittee discovered three years ago that 
he approved, on behalf of the navy, 
oil leasing 
policy 
of 1922. 
His 
cross examiner was Owen J. Roberts, 
who has builded a national reputation 
fo r him self as a member of the gov­ 
ernm ent’s special oil counsel. 
Many of 
the verbal depth 
bombs 
launched by Roberts in the direction 
of the witness stand merely served the 
purpose of increasing the intensity o-: 
the broadsides th at came back in re­ 
ply. 
But once or 
twice the admiral 
showed signs of losing his sea legs. 
He conceded he had been w’rong in 
testifying previously that he had not 
talked to Doheny in New York about 
the Elk Hills 
lease. 
He 
perm itted 
Roberts to 
correct from 
the official 
record w hat he had said about a navy 
departm ent conference, 
In one quick 
exchange 
he agreed that he

According to the Swiss scientist, 
Hoepll, the nerve center which regis­ 
ters and transmits the reaction to the

suiting him. 
We should believe that 
the Lord knows what is best and be 
willing to yield glad obedience to His 
commands.

This fearful visitation upon 
Ell’s house was due to the sins of his 
sons.
